She mur- 
mured a prayer. 

Mrs. Place was calm beycmd expec- 
ution. No one haa walked Into the 
death chamber as serenely as abe. 
Death waa tnstantaneoas. 

.lust as she s:at down In the chair she 
eald: "God help me." 

A moment or two before 11 there was 
shuffling ot feet down the hall and the 
death BMurh was ended. 

Mrs. P1;ire 1< aned on the warden s 
arm. Her face was pallid. She 
breathed in gasps. Her eyes were 
closed, but ane bore tierselt steadily, 
•ad. seemed to almoat pick ber way 
acroas the short space that separated 
her from death. 

The warden, too, waa pale, and the 
women with Mrs. Place following be- 
hind help to assist her to the chair. 
Shesat down and said a word of prayer. 

It was all over in a moment Noth' 
Ing ever was done at Sing Sing so rap> 
idly before. 

She waa dressed in black.' the suit 
that she had made herself— a plain 
gown, which waa lifed Quickly to the 
knee. She wore bla«k sockings and 
low tan shoes. 

The electrode was fastened In a 
moment; another wa.s placed over 
thick light hair, turning gray, a small 
circle ot which had been flipped away. 
The straps were adjusted over her 
face and a pad over the forehead. 
Only her mouth was visible.

In her hand, Mrs. Place carried a 
prayer book, and when the shock came 
ehe gripped It tlghly. The other held 
tightly to the chair handle. The wo 
man's mouth merelx closed: the face 
• trifle livid. Her heart eea»^ to beat 
within a minute. 

The female aitendans stood before 
her. The physician adjuated the elee 
trpdo to her bared leg. 
JM^ an Inataat was'loat In throwing 
down the lever. 

Hardly a witness saw the convulsive 
movements that followa an electrical 
Bbock. The body merely stiffened. 
The faco raoMlned calm. 

Mm Plaoe'a thin lIps closed tightly 
together. It was almost a smile as 
she died. 

Twelve witnesaes entered the death 
chapDhsr-ezaetly at 19:45. 

Witt her in her room all night was 
Mrs. Kathryn Coutry. one of the mat- 
rons. All last night she sat beside her 
l«« ehafr. and o«ffr Cpr ia«gMnt did 
iM trust the epndemn«d woman to 
herself. 

Mrs. Place got up several times and 
looked from her witd#w at tae storm 
that was bowUag ftcross the Hudson. 
Wl»r altsndant went with her; and so 
the cheeriess night passed. 

Mrs. Place's restless night, the mat- 
ron, Mrs. OoQltrey. reported had 
ohsogsd her but little. She had prayed 
a humiber of times during the night, 
slept now and then, hud watched out 
from bar window, and early In the 
Boraing aha roso sssmingly without 
regret 

llrs. Place left letters for several 
persons and nrade requese of Rev. Dr. 
cole and Mrs. Saga. The latter is 
apMd ts Attend to some personal and 
KiTKta affairs. 

The former received a letter from 
Hrs. Place, in which she told simply 
that she believed ahe bad been for- 
gtren for her ains aad would die 
with full faith In the hereafter.

Manilla, March 20.— It is reported on 
tiitberto reliable authority that Ag 
ainaldo is taking extrMae measares to 
suppress signs calculated to causo a 

cessation of hostilities. 

Twelve adherents of the plan of in 
dependenos, reaidenta ol Manilla, have 
been oondaaed to daath because they 
wrote, advising surrender, and all loyal 
Filipinos have beea cailed upon to 
perform the national ssTTles ot dis- 
patching them. 

On Friday last Oeneral Lagard vis- 
ited MalaJos for the purpose of advis- 
ing Agulnaldo to quit. He argued with 
the insurgent leader and attemped to 
sonvlnce him of the folly of bia persis- 
tence in tho face of overwhelming 
odds. Agulnaldo was furious at the 
advice, and ordered General Lagard to 
t>e executed immediately. The unfor- 
tunate general waa promptly decapl- 
Uted. 

The inability of the commlFslon tralu 
to keep up with the advance led to 
:onblderable suffering; and many of 
the men were completely exhausted 
-when they wsrs recalled, and falling 
from the ranks were strung along for 
a distance of almost six miles, numbers 
returning to camp In the artillery am- 
bulances, which were always close up 
to the lines. The i»Ork of the ambu 

lances was especially worthy of men- 
tion. Among the dead are several who 
were previously reported as wounded. 
The casualtiea are as follows:

Private Brlce, company C. All the 
above name are more or leaa aerlously 
wounded.

New York. March 20.— Search of the 
ruins of the Windsor hotel was bSgun 
by a large force of laborers. 
The flra is still smoaldering despite 

a steady pour of streams from two 
Are engines throughout the night. The 
biK ofllce safe wa.s dug out apparently 
intact. Numerous small articles, such 
as Jawtfry. pursss. bandies of papers, 
photographa and wearing apparel, 
which bad belonged to occupanta of the 
hotel, were also gathered up. 

At 0 a« m. the charred legbone of a 
human body waa found near the en- 
trance burned beyond any identity. 

The workmen with picks and spades 
were called off. and others put to 
work, who were to use only their 
hands. It was felt ££at the bodlea, if 
any were uncovered would be SO bad- 
ly burned that ideniflcatlon would be 
almost impossible except by meana of 
some persooal belongings. 

The first body found was discovered 
a little later by the workmen on the 
Forty-sixth street side of the ruins, 
10 feet from the sidewalk and ,20 feet 
from the rear of the building. The 
first aeea ot it waa the akeleton ot the 
breast. Including the ribs and brnn.'^t 
bone. Close by a foot with nearly all 
the flesh on it was found. It appeared 
to have been severed from the leg by 
the falling ot aomo heavy piece of 
debria. 

The bodies found in the ruins were 
t xamined at Helleviie morgue after be- 
ing taken there in the dead wagon. 

Body No. 1 is that ot a man. The 
trunk is nearly complete, but the legs, 
arms and head are missing. 

Btxly No. 2 is that of a young woman. 
It is in six or seven sections. A part 
of a brown kid glove with pearl but- 
tons waa found on one .band. The 
Jacket is of Thibet cloth, the color of- 
which Is unrec(jgnizable, and the skirt 
Is of a black serge. A black cloth but- 
ton on the dreaa Is marked "Made W. 
and K. company, extra." In the pocket 
of the skirt was a cent. 

No picks or 8hov«Is are allowed the 
laborers. They remove the debris with 
their hands. Were the debris taken 
up by the shovelful. Jewelry and other 
property might thus be thrown un- 
seen into the <'ai'ts to be cast away 
among the waste heaps. 

Whatever is found in this progress 
la lurned over to the police and taken 
to a little shanty In Fifth avenue, 
where Roundsman Nugent has estab- 
lished headquarters and a property 
bureau. Lest the workmen secret 
about their persons, Jewelry and other 
valuables, they come across in their 
labor they are car^uUy Bearcbed After 
they stop work. 

The hotel sate baa been found unin 
Jured. It has not been opened. 

Miss Helen Gould turned her house 
into a relief bureau. Four long tables 
were spread in her kitchen, boilers of 
coffee were put on the ranges bam aaad 
wlebes were cut la the laundry, and all 
the men employed at work on the ruins 
were Invited to stop for refreshments. 
This act of kindness waa greatly appre- 
ciated by the tired ut4 hUMTy work 
men. Frank Gould waa around per 
sonally to aee that nobody that applied 
went away unserved. 

The damage to the Gould house is 
about 110,000. 

Ail sorts ot theories are current as 
to the origin of be flrei One very per- 
sistent story Is that thieves set fire to 
the hotel to aid them in purposes of 
robbery.

It was agrssd ta hara a hsartag iB 
the case of the State of Ohio against 
the Buckeye Pipe Company, a branch 
of the Standard Oil company. In the 
oiHc* of Mr. Mills, acting aa commis- 
sioBor fbr the stala. ; 

Messrs. Elliott and Kline, counsel tor 
the Standard Oil company, sent a let- 
ter to Attorney Ceneral .Monnett of 
Ohio demanding that be maae public 
he aaaaa of the man who ottSNd him 
a bribe to discontinue his flght. 

This is the letter: "On March 4 
George Rice announces to the public 
press that a bribe of $500,000, less 
$100,000 eomnlssion, had been oSwA 
you to induce you to stop or d^ajr 
proceedings agalnts the Standard OU 
company now pending la the supreme 
court of Ohio. 

"Ton are reported to have denied 
entirely, at Toledo, the Rice story, but 
by the time you arrived a Columbus, 
the same day. you concluded that the 
Story was true, and accordingly in 
vartova newspapers on the tMralag aC 
the 5th instant, you made a statement 
that the .Standard Oil company, 
through 'some friend of yours' had 
offered you $400,000 to influence your 
aetloB wlUi rsspset to the eaass pend- 
ing against it and other companiss in 
the supreme court of Ohio. 

"Reputable newspajxrs of the state, 
notably the Cleveland Leader, the To- 
ledo Blade, and The (Milo State Journal, 
have called upon you to disclose the 
name of the 'friend' who thus corrupt- 
ly approached you. 

"You are reported in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer of the 7th inataat aa say- 
ing that 'If you were to give out the 
name of your friend, half a dosen de- 
partments would \m' after him at once, 
and it might be they could force or 
persuade him to keep hla mouth shut' 
"You do not seem to realise that 
the reason given by you tor refusing 
to disclose the name of your friend is 
an admission that the company does 
not k^OW the name of the party whom 
you say was commissioned to offer 
you $400,000. and therefore you must 

have known that the alleged frisnd 
made the offer to you without the au- 
horlty or knowledge of the Standard 
Oil company. 

"In the New .York World, of the 
9th instant, you arc reported as say- 
ing that you had written the friend who 
tried to bribe you that you would not 
expose him until public interest ds- 
manded it.' 

"In another intei vLfW in the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Tribune of the 6th 
instant you are reported as saying 
that 'your friend bad agreed to pro- 
tect you.' 

"The arrangem'nt for protection 
therefore seems to be mutual. 

"So far as your statements connect 
attempt to bribe you they are totally 
attemp to bribe you they are totally 
false. You have the names or claim to 
have, not only of the friend you say 
approached you. but alao of others act- 
ing with him, because on the 14th in- 
stant yon said in tha public prints 
that these men were telegraphing yon 
from New York. 

"While nothing in your story has 
directly connected the Standard Oil 
eompaay with the attaawted bribtry 
you have desired the public to flmwiaa 
said connections. 

"We now demand that you givo the 
name or namea ot tho persons who 
mads sneh an offer to you, claiming 

to represent the Randard Oil company, 
that we may taJte some steps to quiet 
last and most vicious of the Tiny
